WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Appro-

me rhe Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration president indorsed in gen- 
ral terms the Wagner bill to lib- 
ralize the law under which his 
prganization administers relief, tes- 
ifying that the demand for aid is 
ncreasing. 
He opposed, however, the provi- 
sion proposing to throw wide open 
he entire resources of the corpora- 
ion for relief loans to states, say- 
g it would handicap -efforts to 


timulate local relief work. 

Miller testified that the present 
$300,000,000 fund would last until 
une and that an additional $150,- 
00,000 “would carry us through to 
he long session.” 

Miller said that one state is 
ithin six weeks of exhaustion of 
ts quota which under the present 
aw is $45,000,000. He did not name 
he state, but committee members 
inderstood he referred to Illinois, 
hich has borrowed about $38,000.- 
00. 

Miller emphasized he was express- 
ng his personal views, saying that 
he board felt it should not favor or 
ppose “legislation adding or sub- 
racting from its functions.” He 
avored the “idea throughout the 
bill” before the committee. The 
beasure would not only expand the 
nds for direct relief, but would set 
p a fund of $10,000,000 for aid to 
wanderers and liberalize the law in 
several other directions. 

Miller termed the relief situation 
vell handled up to the present. 
“The states seem to be well 
leased,” he said, of the handling by 
he corporation of its relief funds. 
Wagner asked if the demand for 
elief through the states was going 
0 increase, and was told “more 
unds must be provided.” 

Miller added that “a limit is pret- 

nearly necessary” on the fund 
or loans to states because of the 
illingness to let the Federal Gov- 
mment handle the situation. 

“We have been trying to stimu- 
ate local effort and then supple- 
ent it by national help,” he said. 
At present the relief being extend- 
2 is not inadequate. I won't say 
iere is not an ‘uncared for human 
ecause some won't ask for help, 
ut the wants of the country are 
ared for.” 

Miller testified that the Recon- 
truction Corporation had made an 
{fort “not to pinch pennies” but 
he said “the situation is so serious 
hat any fellow who wastes a dol- 
ar is a traitor.” 

He recommended that in adding 
$150,000,000 to the fund for State 
pans, Congress increase the mexi- 

¥ um allotment for one state by 15 

‘r cent of that additional money.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Presi- 


dent Hoover today signed a certifi- 
cate restoring citizenship to Thom- 
as W. Miller of Wilmington, Del., 
former alien property custodian, 
who served a sentence in the Atlan- 
ta penitentiary for frauds arising 
out of his handling of some of the 
property. 

Miller was convicted of defraud- 


ing the Government ina case 
based on the payment to Richard 
Merton, a German subject, of $6,- 
453,979 in connection with the sale 
of the assets of the American Met- 
als Co., seized by the Government 
during the war. He was sentenced 
to 18 months. 

Application for the restoration of 
Miller’s citizenship rights was 
signed both by the District Attor- 
hey and the Judge who presided at 
his trial. 

A former Secretary of State of 
Delaware, and later a member of 
Congress from that State, Miller 
has been active recently in the af- 
fairs of the American Legion, and 
last summer received the purple 
heart decoration. 


SUNSHINE AND: SHADOWS FOR 
GROUNDHOG IF HE COMES OUT 


According to Legend There Will Be 
Six Weeks More of 
Winter. 


If the groundhog, who is sup-

If 
it is cloudy, and he sees no shadow, 
he stays outside, confident that 
spring is near. 

Official forecasters, who work by 
more scientific methods, have no 
confidence in the groundhog’s leg- 
endary ability to- predict’ the 
weather. The groundhog tradition 
comes from rural England, where 
climatic conditions differ widely 
from those of the Mississippi Val- 
ley. 
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U.S. INDICTMENTS 
FOR MAIL FRAUD IN 
PUZZLE ‘CONTESTS’ 


W. D. Boyce & Co., Helen 
Dawn Co. and Seven Of- 
ficers Named in True 
Bills in Chicago. 


MISREPRESENTATION 
IN RULES ALLEGED 


One Firm Got $2,500,000 
in Two Years, Other 
$25,000,000 Since 1915, 
It Is Said.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—The publish- 
ing firm of W. D. Boyce & Co. and 
the Helen Dawn Co., cosmetics 
manufacturers, and seven officers 
of the two companies, were in- 
dicted yesterday for use of the 
mails to defraud in picture puzzle 
advertising contests. 

The indictments culminated a 
10-year investigation. The ineict- 
ments charge that the Boyce com- 
pany took in $2,500,000 in 1930 and 
1931 as a result of puzzle cam- 
paigns, and that the Dawn com- 
pany had similarly received more 
than $25,000,000 since 1915. 

It is charged that the publish- 
ing firm printed puzzles advertis- 
ing money, airplanes, automobiles, 
homes and similar prizes for solv- 
ing the puzzles. The fraud charge 
is based on the company’s alleged 
failure to mention, in the rules of 
the contest, that to win the prizes 
it was necessary to canvass for sub- 
scriptions for periodicals. 

The Dawn company conducted 
similar puzzle contests, but in the 
cage of this company the fraud 
charge is based on the company’s 
alleged failure to state, in its ad- 
vertisements, that to win the prizes 
it was necessary for the contest- 
ant to buy cosmetics of the Dawn 
company and sell them to “earn 
votes” in addition to solving. the 
puzzles correctly. 

Prosecutor Explains the System. 

Thomas Dodd Healy, Assistant 
United St.tes Attorney, who pre- 
sented the evidence to t grand 
jury, explained today the operation 
of the Boyce contests. 

The company publishes a number 
of publications among them “Blade 
and Ledger,” “Movie Romances’ 
and “Extra Money.” The subscrip- 
tion price is 50 cents a year and up. 
Advertisements were published in 
these and in other magazines and 
newspapers showing a puzzle such 
as “Find the 10 Faces in This Pic- 
ture,” and “How Many Rabbits Can 
You Count?” The puzzles were so 
easy a child could work them, nev- 
ertheless prizes, including airplanes 
and automobiles, were offered to 
those who sent in correct solutions. 
No mention was made of subscrip- 
tions in the advertisements. 

After the prospect had sent in his 
solution to the puzzle he was de- 
luged with literature extolling the 
Boyce publications. He also was 
notified that he had been credited 
with 60,000 or so votes in the con- 
test for prizes totaling $2500 in 
value, in one instance, and was told 
that he could get more votes by 
sending in subscriptions. Each sub- 
scription brought more literature 
promising prizes for.more votes, but 
prizes were never awarded. 

Bond at $5000 Each. 

Seven officers of the companies 
were named in the indictments and 
bond was set at $5000 each. They 
are George W. Weatherby, presi- 
dent of W. D. Boyce & Co.; Frank 
G. Reynolds, vice-president and 
treasurer; Arthur A. Meske, secre- 
tary and general manager; Sibley 
F. Everitt, president of the Helen 
Dawn Co.; William E. Duff, Crys- 
tal Lake, Ill., vice-president; John 
E. Woodman, Waukegan, secretary 
and treasurer, and James M. Wood- 
man, Waukegan, manager and di- 
rector. 

W. D. Boyce, founder of the 
Boyce company, died in 1929. The 
company was established in 1893. 
Boyce was alm explorer, world 
traveler and one of the founders 
of the Boy Scouts of America. 


SPENCER, OK.. BLACKSMITH 
KILLS ROBBER LEAVING BANK 


Behind Steel Barricade in Bedroom 
Watches Until Burglars Emerge;

Unable to give an alarm 
because he had no telephone, he 
erected a boiler-steel barricade at

BONFLS, 
PUBLISHER OF THE 
DENVERPOST, DIES) 


Ill for Several -Days, He 
Submitted to Minor Op- 
eration for Infected Ear 
Last Saturday. 


BORN IN TROY, MO., 
WAS 72 YEARS OLD 


Bought Colorado Newspa- 
per, With Harry H. Tam- 
men, in 1895, After 
Varied Activities. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, COLO., Feb. 2.—Fred- 
erick G. Bonfils, publisher of the 
Denver Post, died at his home here 
this morning. He had been ill for 
several days and last Saturday un- 
derwent a minor operation for an 
infected ear. He was 72 years old. 

The ;ublisher, always at his desk 
from early to late, remained at 
home last Friday with a severe 
cold. Saturday a congestion de- 
veloped in his ear, necessitating an 
operation. Apparently he was re- 
covering until last night when a re- 
lapse occurred. Oxygen was ad- 
ministered late last night. Shortly 
after midnight the Rev. Hugh L. 
McMenamin, pastor of the Immacu- 


late Conception Cathedral, was 
called to the home. 

Mrs. Bonfils and a daughter, 
Helen, are members of the Catholic 
Church, They and several other 
members of the family were at the 
bedside at the end. 

With Harry H. Tammen, Bonfils 
bought the Denver Post in 1895. 
Tammen died in 1923. 

Bonfils is survived, in addition to 
the widow, by two daughters, Helen 
and Mrs. Mae Berryman of Denver, 
and two brothers, Charles, an edi- 
tor of the Post, and Thomas, Dis- 
trict Court clerk here, and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. H. B. Walker and Mrs. 
Nellie G. Barber, both of Los An- 
geles. 

Bonfils announced five years ago 
that he intended to give his for- 
tune, which he estimated then at 
$20,000,000, to the Frederick . G, 
Bonfils Foundation “for the better- 
ment of mankind.” He outlined 
several possible aims for te foun- 
dation, including the quest of 
cures for tuberculosis and cancer. 

“I want the foundation to be ad- 
ministered,” he said, “particularly 
for the benefit of the people of 
Colorado and Wyoming, for better 
homes, better schools, better and 
more intelligent people, healthier 
and happier conditions of life, 
greater morality and more wide- 
spread regard for the love of God 
and the gospel of Christ.” He 
added that he would not favor hob- 
bies, “isms” and unproved cults. 

Recently Bonfils sued the Rocky 
Mountain News of Denver for $200,- 
000 for libel, basing the suit on 
quotations from an address by 
Walter Walker, Grand Junction 
(Colo.) newspaper publisher, and 
United States Senator for a short 
time, in which Bonfils was  at- 
tacked. 

Attorneys for the News obtained 
court permission for examination 
of Bonfils by deposition, and in 
the course of the examination Bon- 
fils objected to certain questions. 
This resulted in a citation for con- 
tempt of court, and a fine o f£$25 
was imposed on him. He appealed 
to the State Supreme Court against 
this fine. The examination was to 
have proceeded in court this week. 
Bonfils Had Long and at Times 

Exciting Career in*Denver. 

Fred G. Bonfils, in his 35 years in 
Denver, occupied a place in public 
interest not unlike that of an ear- 
lier Denver celebrity, Senator Her- 
ace Tabor. Not all men praised 
him, but many talked about him. 

For a part of the time, Bonfils 
and his partner, Harry H. Tammen, 
circus proprietor as well as news- 
paper publisher, divided their ca- 
reers between Denver and Kansas 
City, owning dailies in both cities. 
They long since disposed of their 
interest.in the Kansas City Post, 
and concentrated on the Denver 
Post, its business and political bat- 
tles. 

He was born in Troy, Mo., son 
of Eugene Napoleon Bonfils. It 


was a family tradition that his} 


grandfather was a native of Corsica 
and a cousin of Napoleon Bona- 
parte. He was appointed to West 
Point Military Academy in 1878, 
but left the academy before .gradu- 
ation: to marry Miss Belle Barton 
of Peekskill, N.

Depositors gathered at the Bank 
of Maplewood door before the usual 
opening time, and read the notice, 
copies of which they afterward re- 
ceived by.mail. It said that the 
directors, at a meetingy after busi- 
ness hours yesterday, “decided not 
to open the bank for business the 
next several days, during which 
plans for reorganization will be per- 
fected,” and expressed the hope that 
the bank under the same name, 
with new capital, “will soon be 
operating again on normal banking 
lines.” 

Within a week, the letter said, the 
plan would be submitted to depos- 
itors. Charles N. Gilles, yice-presi- 
dent, declined: to outline the plan. 
He said the directors’ action was 
caused by withdrawals. 

Edward.H. Rabenberg is presi- 
dent of the bank, Gilles, vice-presi- 
dent, Joe M. Lukens, cashier, and 
William H. Hellwege, assistant 
cashier. The directors, bésided the

Basis of Opposition.

Bonfils had advance knowledge 
of the secret deal between Harry 
Sinclair and Albert B. Fall, Secre- 
tary of the Interior, by which Sin- 
clair obtained a lease on the Teapot 
Dome oil reserve in Wyoming. His 
paper, the Post, printed an attac 
on the lease, headed, “So the Peo- 
ple Know.” The Post declared that 
Sinclair and his associates had “re- 
ceived a gift of one of the richest 
proven, but undeveloped, oil fields 
of the United States, through trick- 
ery that verges on crime.” Thé Post 
sent a reporter, D. F. Stackelbeck, 
to New Mexico, where the reporte: 
found evidence of Secretary Fall’s 
sudden affluence. Stackelbeck’'s 
report of facts was not published in 
the Post, Bonfils explaining after- 
ward that he feared libel suits. It 
came into the hands of Senator 
Walsh of Montana, and led to the 
investigation in which Fall's “little 
black bag” deal with E. L. Doheny 
was uncovered.

The December grand jury, like 
many of its predecessors, in its 
final report today recommends that 
the proper authorities take imme- 
diate steps to correct overcrowding 
at the City’ Sanitarium, which at 
present houses 3400 insane patients 
in space intended for 2200.

institution it was found that it is 
well kept and splendidly managed, 
but horribly overcrowded. The si- 
perintendent is making an ex- 
traordinary effort to correct certain 
bad conditions, which have existed 
in the past. The sanitarium was 
found to be clean and everything 
seemed to be running in an orderly 
manner. The big trouble is the 
housing problem. Dining rooms 
must be used for bedrooms at night 
while small rooms, hardly sufficient 
for one patient, are now used to 
take care of as many as three pa- 
tients.

‘Hospital Commissioner Lohr has 
repeatedly recommended a $15,000,- 
000 bond issue for extension and 
additions to city institutions, stress- 
ing the difficulty in rendering ade- 
quate treatment under present con- 
ditions. 

After inspecting the House of De- 
tention, where juveniles are held, 
the grand jurors expressed satis- 
faction with conditions there.

Says Love for Agriculture 
Moved Him to Sponsor 


Measure.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2.-— 
State Senator Carroll Wisdom’s bill 
to legalize betting on racing in Mis- 
souri—at a much lower revenue 
rate than is exacted in other states 
—was laid over for further consid- 
eration last night by the Senatorial 
Committee on Chiminal Jurispru- 
dence. 

Senator Wisdom was the only one 
to speak in favor of his bill, which, 
he implied, would probably apply 
principally to horse racing. There 
was no opposition, although many 
persons and groups have declared 
themselves not in favor of the 
measure because it would permit 
racing of greyhounds, spaniels, mal- 
tese cats or caterpillars, if anyone 
could be found to bet on that kind 
of a contest. 

Wisdom, whose home is in Bowl- 
ing Green, Pike County, asserted 
again that his interest in the racing 
bill was prompted by his overpow- 
ering love for agriculture, and par- 
ticularly for members of the rural 
4-H clubs. He pointed out that haif 
of the revenue from racing would 
go to promotion of county fairs, 30 
per cent to 4H clubs and 20 to ani- 
mal husbandry. 

His Farm Argument. 

“I won't get anything from this 
bill,” he told the committee—“not 
a cent. But it would tickle me more 
to see some little girl or boy lead- 
ing one of those 4H calves with 
about a $50 bill tied onto the har- 
ness—that would tickle me more, 
gentlemen, than I can tell you. 

“Think of it, gentlemen of the 
committee, 50 per cent to county 
fairs, 30 per cent to 4H clubs—those 
little boys and girls that lead calves 
around—and 20 per cent to animal 
husbandry. 

“T want the committee to think 
about this bill. To discuss it and 
diagnose it. I want it to have a 
fair chance. Fees? Why, Illinois 
collects a tax of $2500 a day from 
race tracks. Maryland takes @ 
straight 3 per cent. The fees in this 
bill are lower. Yes, that’s right, 
$300 a day for cities with less than 
500,000 population and $600 for cities 
with more. 

“But I don’t think Missouri can 

| pay the fee that Illinois can, and I 
set the figure less for cities under 
500,000 because I figured that. 
money nowadays is hard to get, and 
I did think that St. Louis, with 
double the population of Kansas 
City, could support a track to pay 
the higher rate—or something like 
that.” 


(A race track near Kansas City 
is operated by adherents of the or- 
ganization of Tom Pendergast, 
newly-risen power in State Demo- 
cratic politics.) 

Illinois permits its tracks to re 
tain 6.5 per cent of what is bet. 

No Penalty for Violation. 

Senator Joffe of Kansas City, a 
committee member, pointed out 
that while the bill prohibited oper- 
ating a track without a license, 
there was no clause providing a 
penalty for violation. “I must have 
forgotten it,” Wisdom said. “I tried 
to put as many teeth in it as pos- 
sible and there’s probably just as 
many that I forgot.” 

Then Joffre showed that the bill 
did not prohibit racing of other 
animals, including dogs. “I didn't 
want to prohibit anything,” Wisdom 
quickly asserted. “If it prohibited 
playing baseball in the rain, that'd 
seem like just the place to play. 
Let’s leave that up to the commis 
sion that this bill creates, gentle- 
men. I’ve tried to provide for ap- 
pointment of the highest type of 
men. 

“They could refuse to issue per- 
mits to dog tracks if they wanted, 

Dog track operators, who are en- 
thusiastically in favor of the Wis- 
dom bill and who were in Jefferson 
City two weeks conferring about it 
and lobbying in favor of the pro- 
posed law, were nowhere in evi- 
dence last night. 

The Criminal Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee also voted favorably on Sen- 
ator Brogan’s bill to make holding 
a stake in a -vager a misdemeanor 
instead of a felony. Brogan said 
that country districts sent many 
prisoners, on pleas of guilty, to the 
penitentiary for this offense, rather 
than pay their keep in the county 
jail. A bill similar to this was 
passed two years ago but was vo- 
toed by Gov. Caulfield.

MAL SUBSIDIES 
MAY GOOVER TO 
NEXT CONGRESS 


Possible Consequences of 
Senate’s Striking Out of 
$19,000,000 Subvention 
for Plane Service.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—What 
may prove to be an embarrassing 
precedent was set late yesterday 
when the Senate, by a vote of 39 to 
35, adopted the amendment of mi- 
nority leader Robinson of Arkan- 
sas to eliminate from the Treasury- 
Postoffice appropriation bill the 
$19,000,000 item for carrying the air 
mail. If the item is not replaced 
by the House and Senate conferees 


-on the bill, the question of air mail 


and ship subsidies will go over to 


the extra session of Congress in 
which the Democrats will have 
substantial majorities in both 
houses, ' 
The air mail appropriation had 
been assailed by Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, a persistent op- 
ponent of air mail and ship sub- 


} ventions, as a “direct or indirect” 


subsidy to the National City and 
the Chase National Banks of New 
York. McKellar was the author of 
an amendment which was defeated, 
to cut the $19,000,000 item to $9,- 
500,000. 

Robinson introduced his amend- 
ment after the Senate had ap- 
proved an amendment by Senator 
Metcalf (Rep.), Rhode Island, re- 
ducing the air mail appropriation 
to $16,000,000. Robinson declared 
that the air mail service was “in 
the nature of a luxury” and that if 
such subsidies could not be termi- 
nated or reduced it was foolish for 
the Senate to waste time talking 
about economizing. 


| Wants to Let Next Congress Act. 


“We talk and talk and talk,” 
shouted Robinson, “and do little or 
nothing. If this appropriation is 
struck out, if the matter is not 
worked out in conference, there will 
be ample time before the beginning 
of the next fiscal year to work out 
a policy on this subject.” 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, asked Robinson if he 
meant that the question should be 
left to the new administration. 

“I feel that should be done,” an- 
swered Robinson, “unless a satisfac- 
tory conference agreement is 
reached, and I think that there are 
a good many reasons for it, that do 
not yet appear in the record.” 

The Republicans immediately 
caught the implication of Robin- 
son’s answer. Senator Hastings, 
Conservative Republican from Del- 
aware, declared that if Robinson 
was willing to accept the responsi- 
bility of settling the question in the 
extra session, he, for one, favored 
that course. 

“If he (Robinson), speaking for 
his side of the chamber,” said Has- 
tings, “is willing that the next ad- 
ministration shall meet this diffi- 
culty when it comes, I myself think 
we ought to give him that oppor- 
tunity.” 

The roll call on the Robinson 
amendment found 30 Democrats, 
eight Progressive Republicans and 
one Farmer-Laborite favoring strik- 
ing out of the $19,000,000 appropria- 
tion. Five Democrats, Copeland, 
Costigan, Long, McGill and Reyn- 
olds, voted against Robinson. 

To Attack Ship Subsidies. 

In seeking to reduce the air-mail

Trade Commission Sends Sen- 
ate Figures Based on 
Five-Year Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — The 
Federal Trade Commission has sent 
to the Senate an incomplete report 
on its chain store inquiry. It show- 
ed that a representative group of 
stores covering periods ranging 
from 11 to 22 years ending in 1930, 
had net retail sales ‘aggregating 
$36,757,966,581 on which the gross 
profit was $9,826,381,440 or 26.7 per 
cent. 

Both the utilities and chain store 
inyestigations were begun five 
years ago at the direction of the 
Senate. While efforts are being 
made to complete them by the end 
of this fiscal year, next June 30, it 
was said that a great deal of valu- 
able work would be left over which 
could be taken up later. 

In its report the , commission 
said confectionery chains showed 
the ‘highest gross margin of profit— 
49.3 per cent—while combination 
grocery and meat chains showed the 
lowest with 19.3 per cent. 

“Drug chains,” it added, “aver-

dals. 

The House Committee on Crim- 
nal Justice voted last night to re- 
port favorably the bill introduced 
by Representative McCawley and 
advocated by the small loan group, 
to permit an interest rate of 42 
per cent on the first $100 of a loan 
and on loans of less than $100. 

The bill also would permit the 
borrower to give an assignment of 
his future wages as security for the 
loan, but not more than 10 per cent 
of the wages could be taken by the 
jender on any one pay day. An 
amendment enacted in 1929 pro- 
ibited assignment of unearned 
wages, 

Action of the House Committee 
gave indications of an effort to get 
the bill through the. Legislature 
without attracting more attention 
than was absolutely necessary. No 
public notice had been given of a 
hearing on the measure when the 
committee met in the afternoon. 
Representative McCawley was on 
hand with an employe of the Kan- 
sas City Better Business Bureau to 
advocate the measure. The opposi- 
tion was -unrepresented formally, 
but Charles M. Hay, who had an 
active part in aiding in the interest 
reduction iegislation four years ago, 
happened to be at the meeting to 
represent clients on another matter. 
He spoke. briefly in favor of hold- 


ming the rate at 30 per cent. 


The small loan companies, which 
advertise extensively for business 
at the 30 per cent rate, using news- 
papers, the radio and direct mail 
appeal, take the position that they 
lose money on loans of less than 
$100 and that the higher interest 
rate‘is necessary if they are to con- 
tinue in business. 

The law was originally passed 
with the rate at 3% per cent a 
month, or 42 per cent a year. Four 
years ago bills were introduced to 
repeal the law and to reduce the 


feeenterest rate to as low as 12 per 


tent. 

The fight of the companies cen- 
tered in the Senate, where the bills 
were held in the Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence. Senator 
Russell L. Dearmont became inter- 
ested toward the end of the session 
and finally succeeded in getting 
them out on to the floor, where he 
succeeded in passing a bill reducing 
the interest rate from 42 per cent 
to 30 per cent. The companies have 
been operating under that law for 
four years.

LESSON NO. 8—SPARE BOWLING. 
We all enjoy getting strikes, 
A single pin is missed more times when left on a 
good hit because the bowler is ‘‘burned up” at not getting the strike, 
So save your spares and let the strikes take care of themselves, 


when we don’t. 


Our eye is not always an accu- 
rate judge of pin action 60 feet 
away. Of course there are good 
breaks and bad breaks in bowling, 
as in all other sports, but in the 
long run they generally average up: 

Learn how to roll for your spares. : 
The ball that goes into the 1-3 pock- 
et will carry any one of the six pins 
in the center of the alley when left 
as one or two pin spares. That 
means that if you have any one of 
those pins up, to shoot with your 
second ball, roll with your strike 
ball for it. If that sounds doubtful 
to you, try rolling 20 balls between 
No. 4 and No. 6 pin some day, and 
find how difficult it is to do with- 
out touching either one of them. 
If your No. 4 or No. 7 pin is left, 
draw an imaginary line from that 
pin or pins to the right hand cor- 
ner of the alley and point your

thumb along the start of that line, 
If your No. 6 or No. 10 is left, 
stand to the left of the alley, draw 
an imaginary line to the center of 
the alley and point your thumb 
along the start of the line, being 
sure to follow through and end 
with your thumb pointed at said 
pins. 

Do not try to spin your ball to 
the Wo. 10 pin. It is much more 
difficult to control the amount of 
spin you put on your ball than it is 
to give it direction. And don't try 
to roll your ball’down the edge of 
the alley for the No. 10 pin. When 
you do, you can only hit your No. 10 
pin head on or to the left and you 
have then robbed yourself-of the 
extra chance that the width of the 
ball and the width of your pin give 
you to hit on the right hand side as 
well when rolled cross alley.

The decisive victory over O’Hare, 
before a large crowd in the Garden, 
secured a match with Battling Lev- 
insky for the light-heavyweight 
championship of America.

He believed 
that having a recognized champion 
would increase interest in the 
smaller divisions. Rickard liked to 
develop and promote championship 
matches; it was an excuse to in- 
crease the price of tickets. 

Battling Levinsky, who was an 
old warrior, had met almost every 
light-heavy and heavyweight, de- 
feating most of them. He had but 
two black marks on his record, the 
knockout by Dempsey in three 
rounds and his knockout by Car- 
pentier in the same time. He was 
a cunning, wily fighter, acquainted 
with all the tricks of the game and, 
for a little man, able to take sur- 
prisingly good care of himseif—- 
against the big, hard-hitting heav- 
ies. Se was very game, and ready 
at any time to take on any oppo- 
nent. Despite his courage and will-

The largest number of people 
that ever crowded into old Madison 
Square Garden up to this time wit- 
nessed the fight. There were 14,428 
paid admissions. This fight took 
place on Friday, the 13th of Janu- 
ary, 1922. I won rather easily but 
was unable to land solidly on Lev- 
insky’s chin. 

An amusing incident happened 
during this fight thta brings a 
smile to my face whenever I think 
of it. At the beginning of the 
twelfth and last round, as we came 
to the center of the ring, Levinsky 
whispered to me, “Please let me 
stay, Gene!” Having only the kind- 
est feeling toward the old war- 
rior, I,relaxed. Whereupon, at the 
very next exchange, with my guard 
lowered, the old battler planted a 
right with all his might on the side 
of my jaw. It was fortunate for me 
that Levinsky could not hit. Instead 
of getting me furious, I laughed at 
myself for being taken in by such 
an ancient and obvious trick. I was 
given the decision and the title of 
light - heavyweight champion of 
America. 


I never got the promised dia- 
mond-studded belt from Tex Rick- 
ard. Though Rickard did not think 
the title important enough to pre- 
sent me with the Tex Rickard belt, 
my new title was taken with dra- 
matic seriousness. I wanted all and 
sundry to know that the new 
“champion” wWas ready to defend 
his important honors against any 
and all contenders. Though not con- 
fident that I could beat either 
Harry Greb or Tom Gibbons, I 
agreed to meet the winner of the 
match that had been arranged be- 
tween them. I felt, in all sincerity, 
that no man had the right to call 
himself champion of his class un- 
less he was the best man in that 
class.

erally. After Tex and I taiked the 
thing over it was agreed we would 
sign the contract publicly. By this 
public signing I became with Rick 
ard a sponsor of the tournament. 
This we believed would bring in 
creased public attention to the 
tournament, and incidentally in. 
crease gate receipts. I demande 
$75,000 for sponsoring the idea. ‘ 
was incorporated in my guarante¢ 
of $525,000 for meeting the sur 
vivor of the tournament. This was 
$75,000 more than Tex Rickari 
ever guaranteed any other fighter. 

The $75,000 Was a very smal 
percentage of the profits which Tex 
made through his tournament 
Moreover, this was the first con 
tract of its kind ever to be signed 
Before this, it was the custom for 
all heavyweight champions 
choose their own opponents. 

The night of the Greb-Gibbor§ 
fight in old Madison Square Gar 
den, I was introduced by good ol 
Joe Humphreys as ready to mee 
the winner.

HE bicycle, which was once to 


young America what the auto- 
mobile is today, and which in 
the nineties suppliea one of the 
major sports of this city, will

HEN the six-day race first 

went into New York, at old 
Madison Square Garden, in 1891, 
it was not contested on the pres- 
ent basis. Today two men make 
up a team, one relieving the oth- 
er, but for eight years, up to 
1899, the six-day grind was a 
man-killer, for one-man teams. 

Those were the heart-breaking 
days of the game. Riders rode 
around the whirl without rest, 
taking nourishment on the wheel 
sometimes, falling exhausted into 
cots at the track side for brief 
rest periods, orly to be roused 
half-goofy to pick up the grind 
where they left off. 

These courageous athletes rode 
as near to 24 hours a day as their 
wracked bodies and pounding 
hearts permitted, but in the end 
a protesting health department 
eventually brought a modification 
of this type of struggle which 
saw great, husky athletes dwin- 
dle to emaciated wrecks after 
six days of physical horrors. 

The two-man team made its ap- 
pearance in 1899, as a result of 
the storm of protest that followed 
the 1898-99 events.

Summary of Issues.

Senator Jof- 
fee of Kansas City sought to delay 
action on it until tomorrow, and 
questioned the advisability of in- 
curring the expense the inquiry 
will entail, but, failing to obtain 
support from any other Senator, he 
finally announced his intention to 
support the resolution. 

Will Not Delay Work. 

Senator Donnelly, explaining the 
purpose of the _ resolution, said 
there was nothing about it which 
would interfere with construction 
work of the department, and that 
it would not delay road building.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The dis- 
position in many quarters «today is 
to regard Chancelor of the iix- 
chequer Neville Chamberlain’s “no 
swapping” war debts statements as 
the views of one Cabinet member 
and not’ definitely indicative of .he 
final position the British Govern- 
ment will assume in the forthcom- 
ing discussions. 

Chamberlain told American cor- 
respondents in London yesterday 
that Britain does not regard the 
debts talks in March as a “great 
swapping deal.” He said the “con- 
ception of concessions by Great 
Britain for the scaling down of war 
debts is not a British conception.” 

Not long afterward Senate icad- 
ers here gave plain warning that 
the British cannot expect debt ad- 
justments without giving compen- 
sations. In a formal statement, 
Chairman Borah of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee\said that, 
if Britain will not consider other 
world problems in connection with 
debts, “we have no alternative but 
to stand by the debt settlement 
heretofore made.” 

“If the British come to the con- 
ference in that frame of mind,” Sen- 
ator Reed, Pennsylvania Republi- 
can and Hoover administration 
spokesman, said, “I see no possi- 
bility of any conclusion being reach- 
ed that is acceptable to both na- 


‘} tions.” 


Senator Watson, Republican lead- 
er, said that, without concessions, 
there could be “neither cancella- 
tion, revision nor postponement.” 

And from Senator Walsh, Mon- 
tana Democrat, and generally con- 
sidered a probable member of Mr.

Comments on Cement Investigation. 
To the Editur of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Cement Prices in Mis- 

y peneege was very true, but lacking in 
a final analysis of this perplexing situa- 
tion. 
Considering that 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 
barrels of cement and $640,000 of 
the taxpayers’ money are involved, a sat- 
isfactory ‘solution is owing to the taxpay- 
ers, to avoid a recurrence of this un- 
paralleled breach of good, honest com- 
petitive bidding. Nine uniform bids from 
nine different manufacturers challenges 
every taxpayer, particularly under pres- 
ent strained economic conditions, when 
the following circumstances are consid- 
ered: 

Government statistics do not quote a 
single other commodity with an increase 
of 80 per cent in price during the past 
year. I challenge any one of these nine 
manufacturers to prove he has increased 
his employes’ salary 30 per cent or is 
paying 30 per cent more for raw ma- 
terials. I also challenge any cement man- 
ufacturer to prove he has sufficient cause 
to justify his anticipation of a 30 per cent 
increase in production costs this year. 
Lastly, I challenge any efficiently operat- 
ing cement manufacturer to prove he op- 
erated at a loss at last year’s prices. I 
eannot challenge the proceedings of the 
“Trade Association,” »ut judging from 
the apparent fixed price of $1.25 per 
barrel, one can readily draw his own con- 
clusions. Then the question presents 
itself: Why the 35 cents per barrel in- 
crease? 

In examining the result of our past 
experience with investigations and long- 
drawn-out, costly litigation, we find 
that one cement manufacturer was fined 
some $20,000. However, we will have to 
credit these investigations, etc. with 
zero, because the taxpayers are again 
paying an excessive $640,000 to these 
same manufacturers this year. 

How can this sort of thing be stopped, 
and how can the taxpayers be assured 
of a minimum, consistent price for ce- 
ment? The writer is not in possession 
of a magic wand, but with his experi- 
ences, coupled with the backing of a 
reputable engineering firm, he does lay 
claim to a remedy which wil settle this 
costly experience. Yes, not only for the 
next few years, but permanently, and 
without one cent of cost to the tax- 
payers. 

Here is how: The sum of $640,000 will 
construct and completely equip a cement 
plant of sufficient capacity to meet our 
requirements for years to come. Politics 
ean hardly enter into this undertaking, 
because one manager with two or three 
subordinates are the only fair-salaried 
positions, the balance being common 1a- 
bor. Not only will we then have uniform 
prices, but lower prices, resulting in a 
saving of approximately $750,000 a year 
at present price rates. 

If our duly elected representatives in 
Jefferson City possess sufficient initia- 
tive, are resourceful enough and have the 
courage to retaliate, because they cer- 
tainly have been challenged, then in or- 
der to do justice to the taxpayers, they 
should appropriate a like $640,000 for the 
construction of a cement plant, and 
thereby administer a coup de grace to 
this $640,000 playhouse of these cement 
manufacturers.

AN ARMISTICE IN TRANSPORTATION. 
The war between the railroads and the highways 
is in negotiation. It might be too much to say that 
peace has spread its wings, but an armistice has 
been arranged which points to a better equity among 
carriers. 
This armistice appears in the form of a report. by 


a joint-committee of railroad-executives and. highway 


interests which has been at work for three months. 
The report is signed by-Gen. W. W. Atterbury of 
the. Pennsylvania Railroad, as chairman of the.rail 
executives, and by Alfred H. Swayne of General 
Motors, as chairman of the highway users. It may 
be acceptéd, therefore, as an authoritative pact. 

It is an instrament of great public importance. 
Those antagonistic transportation agencies found at 
the conference table that their points of agreement 
The fine. spirit 
actuating both is reflected in their “Declaration of 
Policy,” the first principle of which is the public in- 
terest. They assert that “the public’s right to the 
selection of the agency of transportation which it 
wants and which it finds most useful must be re- 
spected.” 

From that correct fundamental, the report recounts 

the consideration of détails, with surprisingly con- 
structive results. It is agreed that commercial users 
of the highways—the common carriers—should be 
subjected to regulation, meaning that permits, finah- 
cial responsibility, drivers’ hours of service, filing 
of rates, must all be required—a contention long 
urged by the railroads. 
, This agreement, however, does not include trucks. 
The highway users insist that regulation of trucks, 
because of the character of the business as now op- 
erated, should be instituted “if and when data: have 
been collected to indicate the desirability of such 
regulation in the public interest.” It is agreed that 
security issues by highway transportation concerns 
should be regulated; that the railroads may operate 
motor vehicles on the highways on the same terms 
as other commercial users; that in the matter of 
grade crossing elimination, laws requiring the rail- 
roads to make excessive expenditures should be re- 
pealed; that the railroads’ share of the expense be 
measured by the tangible savings resulting; that fhe 
cost should be determined jointly by the Public Ser- 
vice Commission and the Highway Commission. The 
governing idea, apparently, is that grade-crossing 
elimination is primarily a public improvement and 
a public obligation. 

As to taxation, it fs agreed that motor vehicles 
should pay the entire cost of the State highway sys- 
tem and that “there should be no divers?f®n of such 
taxes in any degree to any other purpose.” 

Take the truck out of the equation—its weight, 
length and rates of service—and the railroads and 
highways have little, if anything, to argue about. 
This difference, to be sure, may not be lightly dis- 
missed, for among the highway fauna, so to speak, 
the truck is the railroads’ bete noir. But even here, 
the highway users issue no ultimatum. They are 
on record, as already noted, to consider truck regula- 
tion when convinced by the evidence. 

The value of this report is found in the commu- 
nity of interest between the railroads and the high- 
ways. The foundation has been laid, we believe, 
for a national transportation policy and the prophecy 
spoken of that unified national transportation system 
for which industrial and social necessity is calling. 
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BRAVO FOR WILHELM. 


We pause to throw a bravo at Wilhelm von Hohen- 
zollern. They say he is elated at the spectacle of 
Hitler in the official shoes once worn by Bismarck, 
and it is an extraordinary exhibit, perpetrated by 
history in one of her ironic moods. And looking at 
the wooded solitude of Doorn, he is seeing, they say, 
the glory that was Potsdam, the tumultuous adula- 
tion that was Berlin.

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AS TO ELECTION BOARD APPOINTMENTS. 


We trust Gov. Park, ig making selections for the 
Election Board, avoids the mistake of naming men 
like Nick Pokto, Fourth Ward Republican committee- 
man, who is being mentioned in some quarters as a 
possible choice. Polito is a typical ward politician 
and petty jobholder, whose activities for many years 
have revolved around the machinery of. vote-getting, 
rather than in the larger arena of public affairs. His 
ward, whose Democratic political boss is Jimmie 
Miller, is notorious as a place where machine slates 
fare remarkably well. In the Fourth Ward, for ex- 
ample, Gov. Park actually ran 600 votes ahead of 
Mr. Roosevelt, a condition unduplicated elsewhere in 
the city. 

Last summer, following the primary, we had occa- 
sion to congratulate Boss Miller on the consummate 
artistry with which the Democratic machine slate 
was put over in the Fourth Ward. Nothing is so elo- 
quent as the figures. In the Thirteenth Precinct, 
the machine candidates, Howell and Wilson, each 
polled 223 votes. Dearmont, Wilson’s opponent, got 
23 votes; Byrnes, Clark and Hay, Howell’s opponents, 
got 1, 18 and 4 votes serqecttialy In the Ninth Pre- 
cinct, Wilson polled 201 votes and Howell 190; Dear- 
mont got 7, Byrnes, Clark and Hay got 5, 5 and 2, 
respectively. In the Third Precinct the count was: 
Wilson, 341; Howell, 340; Dearmont, 6; Clark, 7; 
Hay and Byrnes, none. But Miller’s masterpiece was 


the Fifth Precinct, where Howell and Wilson each | 


got 63° and their opponents failed to get a single vote. 

Now, it is the duty of the Election Board at times 
to inquire into such conditions as exist in the Fourth 
Ward, where the startled beholder of election results 
must conclude either that the voters are astonishing- 
ly like-minded in their choice of candidates or that 
they are being subjected to a herding process, hardly 
in keeping with notions of democracy: Clearly, the 
persons who sit on the board should be sufficiently 
removed from ward bossism to take a detached view- 
point toward it. Whatever may be said for Mr. 
Polito, it would be difficult for’ him to sit in judg- 
ment on a type of activity ix which he himself has 
been engaged for 20 years more; that is, the busi- 
ness of putting over machine candidates. 

St. Louis has been relatively free from election 
scandals, but the condition\is not an accidental one. 
It requires con and the right sort of 
Election Board mem . Af the new Democratic 
Governor, by careless or unwise appointments, de-

and sure. 
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A ROAD .TO MUNICIPAL ECONOMY. 

A sheaf of bills designed to effect municipal econ- 
omies by structural changes in city offices controlled 
by State law has been presented to St. Louis Sen- 
ators by Carter Atkins, director of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research. The\bills are the outgrowth of 
a study made by the St. Louis Committee on Taxa- 
tion and Governmental Reform, of which Mr. Atkins 
is chairman. 

As the Post-Dispatch pointed out a few weeks ago, 
the necessities of our present municipal government 
prevent sweeping economies without impefiling nec 
essary services. By breaking down city expenditures 
into their component parts, it was shown that the 
field for economy is restricted to a very narrow 
range. This is bad news for taxpayers, who are 
laboring under a tax load that is unbearable. 

Mr. Atkins’ committée, howeévér, seeking to pierce 
the stone wall the tax-eAters have set up, came to 
the conclusion that large economies are possible if 
structural changes are made by the Legislature. For 
example, certain city departments, with duplicating 
activities, can be merged at a great saving in ex- 
penses. Certain fee offices, now under elected offi- 
cials, like City Collector, Public Administrator and 
City Treasurer, can be made appdintive. The fee 
system itself, which lends itself to waste, extrava- 
gance and other abuses, should be abolished entirely. 
Fiscal affairs of the city should be unified. 

These end bthor suggestions of the committee pos- 
sess the virtue, not only Of economy measures, but 
of improving and modernizing a city government 
sorely in need of overhauling. Since the bills en- 
croach on old political practices and interfere with 
certain vested political interests, they already have 
aroused opposition. It was inevitable that they would. 
However, the politicians are going to learn before 
very long, as some of them already have learned, 
that governmental reform of this character is im- 
perative. 

Mr. Atkins’ bills deserve the careful scrutiny and 
consideration of the Legislature. They represent a 
road—possibly the only feasible road—to a reduction 
in the St. Louis tax burden. 
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WHY NOT IN ST. LOUIS? 

The great peace pageant in music which has long 
been the dream of Walter Damrosch, and which was 
given with great success in Madison Square Garden 
last week for the benefit of the unemployed, should 
be brought to St. Louis and given at the Municipal 
Theater for the benefit of the unemployed here. 

Assisted by Joseph Urban, stage designer, and 
Thomas Wood Stevens, in charge of the pageant, Mr. 
Damrosch produced the Ninth Symphony of Beetho- 
ven in the way the composer intended that it should 
be given, that is with a great chorus and the partici- 
pation of all nations in their respective costumes. 

The Municipal Theater is admirably adapted for 
such a spectacle, and there will be an opportunity in 
late spring when it could be given in advance of the 
regular opera season. We have the chorus and the or- 
chestra. A local production of the music pageant 
could be given with little else from New York than 
Messrs. Damrosch and Urban. Mr. Stevens, fortunate- 
ly, is already here. So unusual a production, and one 
of such artistic importance, could easily draw audi- 
ences from St. Louis and all the region around us, 
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ADVANCE OF A WORTHY CAUSE. 

A notable step in American social progress was 
taken when the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee re- 
ported out the bill to legalize the dissemination of 
birth control information. This means that for the 
first time the measure will go before the entire Ju- 
diciary Committee for action. It is to be hoped the 
committee will send the bill to the Senate with a 
favorable vote. 

All that is sought by the advocates of the bill is to 
bring the Federal law into harmony with practice. 
Sixty years ago, birth control was classed with ob- 
scenity, Today, it is a matter of public health, yet 
So long as 
the Comstock Jaw stands, there will be conflict with 
the realistic statutes of states which have seen fit 
to liberalize their restrictions. There is, for exam- 
ple, the case of the maternity clinic, authorized by 
the State in which it is located, nevertheless prevent- 
ed from functioning to fullest advantage by the pro- 
hibition against the use of mails. 

Senator Austin of Vermont, one of the members of 
the Judiciary Subcommittee, opposed the bill on the 
ground that the declining rate of growth of popula- 
tion already predicts a static if not a declining na- 
tion so far as population is concerned. This position 
needs to be considered in the light of the recent na- 
tional convention of the American Birth Control 
League. At this meeting, it was made plain that the 
purpose is not to limit population, but to make avail- 
able for the poorer elements, who most need it, in- 
formation now widely employed by those who are 
better situated economically. As Dr. Henry Pratt 
Fairchild of New York University put it, the goal is 
birth selection, not birth restriction. 

In this connection, attention may well be called 
to the good cause cf the recently established Maternal 
Health Center at 396A North Euclid avenue. Spon- 
sored by a number of outstanding St. Louis physi- 
cians and churchmen, this clinic is providing birth 
control information to married women at moderate 
cost. Particularly in‘a time of widespread unemploy- 
ment, it deserves financial support to keep it going. 
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A SETBACK TO LABOR LEGISLATION. 


The depression has so lowered Jabor-standards that 
1933 finds the legislative gains of the past quarter 
century practically eliminated. - Such is the sober 
judgment of Prof. Felix Frankfurter 6f Harvard, as 
expressed at the Eastern conference on labor laws. It 
is not, he pointed out, a case of repeal or formal 
changes in these hard-won statutes, but an increasing 
tendency to ignore them. Governmental economies are 
being effected in many states by starving the agencies 
which are responsible for the enforcement of labor 
laws. Inadequate personnel causes neglect, and neg- 
lect amounts to tacit repeal. This means that in 
many industrial communities, statutes relating to 
hours of labor, sanitary and health conditions, child 
labor and related phases of social and labor better- 
ment are going for naught. Moreover, unscrupulous 
employers are taking advantage of economic condi- 
tions, including unemployment, and are reinstituting 
sweatshop practices. Such a report is truly dis 
heartening. Coming, as it does, from a highly com-. 
petent authority on labor legislation, it makes a

Technocracy: III. The Prophecy of Doom 


E COME now to a consideration of 
W the reasons which the Technocrats of- 

fer for predicting the destruction of the 
existing order. Here, in their own author- 
ized language, is the prophecy of doom; 

“We now have ‘the accelerating upward 
sweep of the energy curves and the curves 
of an enormous total production, and the ac- 
celerating declination of the curves of em- 
ployment, involving millions of men, and 
still more violent fall of the curve of man- 
hours per unit produced—the sweep of all 
these curves across the charts dealing with 
unprecedented magnitudes and numbers 
constitutes unmistakable evidence that the 
whole system is due to go out of balance 
in a not-distant future.” (Introduction to 
Technocracy, p. 36). 

This, they tell us, is “the disaster that 
science and technology view as... unavoid- 
able.” The question is: How does Mr. Scott 
know it is unavoidable? He tells us that 
he knows it by looking at the sweep of 
curves across the charts! Yet it is only 
four years since economists and _ stock 
brokers, and a considerable number of per- 
sons who are now temporary Technocrats, 
were looking at the sweep of curves across 
the charts and predicting a New Era of 
ever-increasing prosperity. Is it possible 
that anyone is so simple-minded as to think 
that curves sweeping across charts “con- 
stitute unmistakable evidence” of what is 
due to happen in the not-distant future? 


There is one curve sweeping across the 
chart which particularly impresses Mr. 
Scott. It is the curve of energy consump- 
tion. It is on this curve that his whole 
system of prophecy rests. With this curve, 
he believes he can interpret the human past 
and predict the future. This is the crux 
of the Technocratic doctrine. It is because 
he confidently relies upon the prophetic 
power of this curve that he feels so cock- 
sure that he knows how existing tendencies 
are unavoidably bound to develop. 

His notion is that the “basic” relationships 
of society can be measured in terms of the 
conversion of energy, and that if you. know 
how rapidly energy is cdnverted, you know 
what is happening and what must happen. 


It is a stupendous claim. If it is well found-_ 


ed, Mr. Scott is the Isaac Newton and Albert 
Einstein of human society. There is some 
reason for supposing that he thinks he is. 
If his claims are correct, he is able to do 
for social phenomena what the astronomers 
can, with their methods of measurement, do 
with the heavenly bodies. The astronomers 
are able to state, with reasonable accuracy, 
the position of the stars and planets at 
any date in the past or in the future. Mr. 
Scott thinks he can measure human activity 
so successfully that he can interpret the 
“past 60 centuries” and forecast the future. 
This epoch-making formula is arrived at 
by measuring the energy contained in the 
food that is eaten, in the fuels that are 
consumed, and dividing the total by the 
population. Thus Mr. Scott finds that until 
about 1800 the maximum energy consum 
tion in any society was about 2000 kilogram 


I shall assume that these figures are rea- 
sonably correct. There is nothing inherently 
improbable in the statement that the United 
States today consumes 75 times as much 
energy per capita as it did in 1800. There 
are moments, to be sure,.when Mr, Scott 
feels very imaginative, and then he talks, 
not about a 75-fold increase in a century 
and a quarter, but an 8,766,000-fold accelera- 
tion since 1900, These figures he reaches 
by comparing the potential horse-power of 
the biggest turbine running 24 hours a day 
with the man-power of one human being 
doing a day’s work. But I do not wish to 
dwell upon Mr. Scott’s shockers. I stick to 
his soberer estimate of a 75-fold increase in 
energy consumption in the last 130 years. 


What needs to be inquired into is the as- 
sumption—which Mr. Scott calls “the basic 
postulate” of Technocracy—that in measur- 
ing ehergy consumed he has found the key 
to social evolution. Many men have been 
searching for that key. Let us look at Mr. 
Scott’s. He tells us that until 1800 the 
maximum energy consumption was not 
more than 2000 kilogram calories per capita 
per day. Granted. What can Mr. Scott do 
with his key, now that he has found it? 

Does it enable him to say why 2000 kilo- 
gram calories in Mesopotamia produced 
Babylon and why the same number of 
Calories in Greece produced Athens? Does 
it explain why 2000 kildgram calories in 
Athens produced the splendor of the fifth 
century and the disintegration of the fourth 
century? Does it explain why the Roman 
Republic became an Empire, why the Em- 
pire had peace and prosperity under the An- 
tonines and misery and squalor in the time 
of Romulus Augustulus? Can Mr. Scott 
pretend to explain the rise and fall of states 
and of cultures, the periods of well-being 
and of suffering, the whole vast pageant of 
human life on this planet, by talking about 
2000 kilogram calories? Well, how, if he 
cannot explain the past by his measure- 
ment of energy, does he dare to say he 
can predict the future?

His claim rests upon the fallacious pre 
mise that a social system is wholly deter- 
mined by the quantity of energy it consumes. 
If Mr, Scott’s assumption were true, the 
same number of calories consumed in shoot- 
ing off a cannon and building houses would 
produce the same social results. If all that 
matters is quantity of energy, and not the 
use to which the energy is put, the same 
expenditure of energy should always pro- 
duce the same effects. It does not.

Lincoln Study to Become Bed- 
room—Family to Take Own 
Staff of Servants.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The 
Lincoln study is going to be 
changed back into a bedroom, and 
President Roosevelt will have the 
second floor oval room, which has 
been Mrs. Hoover’s private sitting 
room, for hfs study. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, apparently, is 
going to forego the customary 
White House custodian-housekeep- 
er, and manage the household 
with the aid of a steward and his 
wife. 

There will be between 250 and 300 
to lunch, 1000 to tea, and 75 to din- 
ner at the White House on inaug- 
ural day. | 

Three women, who have cooked 
for Presidents, and two maids will 
be seeking other jobs after March 
6. Two maids with White House 
references also will be on the labor 
market. Into the White House 
with the Roosevelts will go their 
own household staff of two cooks, 
a valet and a maid. 

The third floor offices that Mrs. 
Hoover’s three secretaries have 
used for their typing and their 
telephoning will be turned back 
into guest rooms. The third floor 
suite which the custodian has oc- 
cupied will become quarters for 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s secretary. 

Louis McHenry Howe, Roose- 
velt’s long-time secretary, will have 
as his Washington apartment the 
blue bedroom on the second floor. 
For the Roosevelt boys, the yellow 
room, with its twin beds, has been 
set aside. 

The “Monroe sitting room, 
equipped with authentic reproduc- 
tion furniture through Mrs. Hoov- 
er’s efforts, apparently will remain 
unchanged. 

President Roosevelt will have in 
his personal suite the room used 
by Mrs. Hoover as a dressing room, 
and Mrs. Roosevelt will have the 
one now serving as the President's 
bedroom. 

The present household staff will 
remain through the inaugural fes- 
tivities, the Rooseveltian staff go- 
ing in, full force, on March 6. 

The informality for which the 
Governor’s mansion in Albany be- 
came famous, may crop out as 
early as inauguration day.. When 
Mrs. Roosevelt was told there was 
not time to prepare the state din- 
ing room for a dinner of 75, after 
a tea for 1000, she asked if the 
White House had any chafing 
dishes.

GERMANY REJECTS FRENCH 


PROPOSAL ON DISARMAMENT 


Paris Had Suggested to Geneva 


Conference the Linking of 
Pacts. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 2.—Count Rudolf 
Nadolny, Germany’s delegate to the 
world disarmament conference, to- 
day rejected the French demand 
that disarmament must be linked 
with the creation of additional 
guarantees of security. 

Chancellor Hitler’s spokesman as- 
serted that the League of Nations 
covenant pledged the nations to 
progressive disarmament as_ the 
best means of maintaining peace 
and guaranteeing the security of all 
states. Since that covenant was 
adopted, he said, many other bul- 
warks of security have been con- 
structed. 

He made this statement in an ad- 
dress before the conference which 
resumed this morning with a dis- 
cussion of the French disarmament 
plan. Hugh Gibson represented the 
United States and Maxim Litvinoff 
attended for Russia. The present 
program is to wind up discussion 
of the’ French plan this week and 
then take up the British proposals. 

The Italian delegate said that 
Europe must know where the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain stand 
before undertaking continental se- 
curity pacts. Measures against war 
are ineffectual, he said, unless they 
include also guarantees against 
economic aggression. 


MICHIGAN GOVERNOR SEEKS 
TO ABOLISH PROPERTY TAX 


Legislative Program Proposes Com- 
bined Sales and Income Levy 
as Substitute. 

By the Associated Press. 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 2.—Gov. 
William A. Comstock, heading Mich- 
igan’s new Democratic State ad- 
ministration, today submitted to the 
Legislature a program proposing a 
combined sales and income tax to 
replace the State property tax. He 
declared in his message “the tax- 
payer will be benefited by the re- 
duction in his total tax burden of 
approximately $65,000,000.” 

The general sales and income tax 
bills submitted included recommen- 
dations for a 3 per cent levy on all 
retail sales not including stocks 
and bonds, a 3-10 of 1 per cent tax 
on all manufactured articles, the 
value to be determined by the sell- 
ing price, a 3-10 per cent tax on 
revenues Of radio stations, books, 
newspapers and periodicals, a 3 per 
cent tax on the gross income of 
utilities, a similar tax on profes- 
sional services, and amusement 
places. In each instance there 
would be an exemption of $4800 a 


year, applicable alike to individuals | 


and corporations. _ 

Every firm and individual com- 
ing under the various classifica- 
tions of taxpayers would pay an 
annual license fee of $1. Agricul- 
ture, insurance companies, building 
and loan companies and State and 
national banks would be exempt 
from the proposed levy.

TO UNEARTH TEMPLE OF VENUS

Traces of Building, Dedicated by 
Julius Caesar, Found a 
Year Ago. 

ROME, Feb. 2.—Excavations to 
unearth the Temple of Venus, jed- 
icated by Julius Caesar in 46 B. G. 
have been started on Rome's new 
Street of the Empire. 

Traces of the temple, described in 
old records as one of the finest 
buildings of the ancient capital, 
came to light when Caesar’s Forum 
was uncovered a year ago. Cornices 
and tops of columns were exposed, 
giving evidence that the temple 
was erected at a lower level. 

Great feasts are said to have 
taken place on the occasion of the 
dedication. Caesar attended. EI- 
ephants with torches fixed to their 
backs participated in a parade that 
wound through the city. 

A statue of Venus attributed to 
Agesilao, famous Greek sculptor, is 
supposed to have occupied the cen- 
ter of the temple. Caesar is re- 
ported to have surrounded it with 
six richly adorned boxes contain- 
ing rings and gems of great vaiue.

Reichstag because of the failure of 
negotiations to get the Centrist 
party to support Hitler, which 
would have given him a majority. 
The decree of dissolution was is- 
sued, it is understood, at the urgent 
solicitation of Vice-Chancellor 
Franz von Papen. 


Hitler Attacks Conmnimaat: 

The long-standing quarrel be- 
tween National Socialism and Com- 
munism was reflected in Hitler's 
proclamation, in which he bitterly 
inveighed against the Red move- 
ment and called on the people to 
combat it. “Give us four years’ 
time, then judge,” he said. Hitler 
delivered the proclamation in an 
international radio broadcast. 

“The parties of Marxism and its 
confederates have had 14 years to 
prove their ability,” he said, “the 
result is a field of destruction. 

“One year of Bolshevism would 
destroy Germany. The section of 
the world representing the richest 
and most beautiful culture in the 
world would be changed into chgos. 
Even the sufferings of the last 15 
years could not be compared to the 
sufferings of a Europe in whose 
heart the Red Flag of destruction 
was hoisted.” 


Without describing his four-year 
plans in any detail Hitler said that 
one of them was to bring about the 
“salvation of the German farmer, 
to safeguard the natign’s possibili- 
ties of sustenance and hence her 
very life.” The second, he explain- 
ed, was designed to effect the “sal- 
vation of the German worker 
through a colossal and comprehen- 
sive attack on unemployment.” 

In foreign relations, the Chancel- 
lor continued,”-Germany desires 
peace and anticipated the time 
when the nations of the world 
would reduce their armaments in 
order to make it unnecessary for 
Germany to increase hers to the 
point of equality. 

In the domestic financial situa- 
tion, he promised that his govern- 
ment would do nothing to endan- 
ger the value of the German cur- 
rency. 

The Chancellor’s appeal was as- 
sailed by the Social Democratic or- 
gan Vorwaerts, which said his 
“four-year plan is a new catchword 
borrowed from Stalin.” 

Another death resulted when one 
Communist was stabbed by a Na- 
tional Socialist in the Charlotten- 
burg district of Berlin. At Essen, 
a Hitlerite, was shot and seriously 
wounded by Communists. Five 
were wounded when police dis- 
persed a Nazi-Communist affray at 
Wanne-Eickel. Several were in- 
jured in a Communist demonstra- 
tion in Munich. 

The Government contemplated 
a state funeral for a National So- 
cialist policeman who was killed 
in a riot Tuesday. 

Despite a plea of self-defense, 
Hermann Goering, National Social- 
ist member of the Hitler Cabinet 
and Commissioner for the Prussian 
Ministry of Interior, suspended 
three Homburg (Prussia) policemen 
for shooting and killing three per- 
sons when attacked by a mob. 


Seven Killed in a Day. 

Yesterday's deaths due to disor- 
ders, mostly between Communists 
and Nazis, reached seven. A woman 
was shot to death in Duisburg at 
midnight. 

Hitler today formed a new office 
of General Secretary of the Na- 
tional Socialist Party, appointing 
Capt. Otto Wagener, formerly head 
of the economic division. With Hit- 
ler’s accession to the chancellor- 
ship his time for party matters was 
greatly curtailed and therefore the 
appointment of a personal repre- 
sentative was deemed imperative. 

Wagener will virtually run the 
party while Hitler remains the titu- 
lar head.

T is not often in this feverish 
| age that one comes upon a room 

that is so filled with tranquil 
beauty that the very walls seem 
to echo an invitation to relaxation 
and calm repose. Such a room is 
the living room in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. John B. Strauch, in 
Huntleigh Village. 
This room, designed in the Jaco- 
bean style of the English Ren- 
aissance, is particularly notable for 
its handsome proportions and the 
authenticity of the background. 
The two-story heighth easily ac- 
commodates the “minstrel” balcony 
which was an integral part of the 
room of this period, as well as the 
two tremendous oriole windows at 
either side. The fireplace, which 
is the focal point of interest, is in 
scale with the other features of 
the room. 


Oak paneling covers two-thirds 
of the wall, with the upper part 
and the ceiling being of plaster. 
This ceiling is truly glorious, with 
its heraldic designs in exquisite 
reds, blues and golds, set off in 
squares by gold moldings; the 
same tones being re-echoed in the 
fine Oriental rugs on the floor. 
The upper part of the cream-col- 
ored walls have also been sten- 
ciled in a Jacobean design, this 
design being repeated around a 
tiny leaded-glass window, above 
the fireplace. 

The mantel-piece is entirely of

the same oak which panels the 
rest of the room, except for the 
opening which is of carved stone. 
Linen-fold paneling has been in- 
troduced into the design of this 
chimney-piece and the top part 
has been finished in points remi- 
niscent of the Gothic period. The 
wooden balcony with its turned 
post rails has a fine old tapestry 
hung on the wall behind it. 
Wrought iron side brackets and a 
tremendous iron ring chandelier 
complete the setting of this room. 
Pieces from the William and 
Mary and Queen Anne periods 
have been included with the Jaco- 
bean furnishings to prevent any 
feeling of heaviness which might 
result from a too slavish follow- 
ing of that age of oak. In fact, 
even an Italian chest of the four- 
teenth century has been used and 
harmonizes perfectly with a big 
center table and chest which are 
of the true Jacobean period. 
Reds, yellows and blues have 
been used throughout the room 
with accenting notes of gold. The 
huge windows have been hung 
with red brocatelle side curtains 
over cream-colored glass curtains, 
the red tone being repeated in a 
dignified velvet chair by the fire- 
place. Two large lounge chairs 
are covered in gold brocade, while 
other, smaller chairs are covered 
in cut velvets, damasks and nee- 
dle-point. In fact, the colors and 
fabrics have been selected with as 
much care as the furnishings and

F a child has dolls and house- 
| keeping toys, but no balls or 

skates, or if he has an express 
wagon and a tricycle, but no really 
good books or a set of paints, he 
is not well equipped with play ma- 
terials. 
Children need a rich variety of 
play materials for two outstanding 
reasons. 
One is that it requires the stimu- 
lus of many different kinds of play 
opportunity to bring out all the 
latent possibilities for learning and 
enjoyment and character develop- 
ment in the child. 
The youngster who has no chance 
to swing and climb, to develop bal- 
ance and dexterity with wagon and 
bicycle will certainly be less skill- 
ful:than his neighbor who has a 
chance to learn these things. 


The child who has no fairy tales, 
no books of adventure, of science 
or biography will have a poorer cul- 
tural background for future appre- 
ciations than the child who has 
these things.

OUP seems to be able to under- 

stand a tired heart. Rich and 

warm, it will soothe away the 
strained nerves from a trying day 
and put easeful thoughts in the 
head.

Then toss in the cabbage 
and cook over a slow fire for 15 
minutes. Stir up from the bottom 
several times to prevent sticking 
and burning.
